There are in England « Company of young raw Profeſ- 
ſers that have more Sal then knowledge; And there area 
companie of carnal hypocrites that place all their Religion in 
holamz certain Opinions, and uſing certain externall war- 
ſhip, and ſiding with a Relizions partie. It is no hard ma- 
ter to mn ſleade all theſe if they be not better guided by others 
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then by themſelves : While they have due regard to the 
Fudgements of their Teachers that know more i hen them. 
ſelves, and ſo livein altarning way till they have attained 
10 better utid.rſtand ng, they may eſcape Deceivers ; But if 
they are once broug ht to be wiſe enough in their own eyes, and 
deſpiſe their Teachers, then they are like a mam that hu 

loft his wayin a dark night, or that hath loft bis Guide in an 
unknown Wildern:ſſe, or like 4 Dog that hath loſt his Ma- 
ſter, and therefore will be ready ts ; ollow any body that firff 
whiſtleth to him. The Papiſts and the devil know this well 
enongh,and therefore their firit endcaveur is to unſetile theſe 
people, by taking them off all dependance on their guides, and 
that muit be by bringing the Minifters inis contempt with 
them; For if they could oxce accompliſh this fully, and 
parate the people from their Paſtors, and ſo aſſault the people 
alone, or with weak, and nulearned Teachers only, they 
might then eafily bear down all before them; and one Popiſh 
Friar or Feſaite would non. plus five bundred of our moſt 
famous Setimaſters, They remember yet that it was the 
diſgracing of the Popiſh Clergy , partly by their own notorious 
ig norance and vitiouſneſs, and parily by our per ſwading men 
that the Pope is Amiichriſt, which was the main advantage 
which the Refermers had for the ruining of the Paal King- 
dum; And therefore they winld, partly in Policy, and part- 
h in Revenge, attempt the defirultion of our Churches by 
the ſame means. Theſe Papiſts ſeeing the temper of our fare- 
ſaid unſetled Profeſſors ds creep in among them, and uſe their 
utmoſt skill to unſetile them more, and bring them into diſlike 
of their Teachers, without which they have no hope of ſue- 
cecding; Their firſt waies are by reproaching the ſeiled. go. 
vernment of the Church, and by drawing men 10 ſeparation 
and Anabaptiſms and then perſwading them that theſe are 
glorious Truths of God, which their fermer Teachers are un- 
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able to receive, and that they are bus ablinde, ſelf-ſeekine, 
proud fort of men that enthrall all men to their jadgo- 
ments, when they are in utter darkneſs themſelves : When 
they have gotten them but thus farre once, to deſpiſe their 
guides, then do they proceed further with them, and per (made 
thems that they that were blinde in the points of Baptiſm and 
Church-order, are ſo in other things as well as that, and 
that this light whichthey have ſeen alrtadyis but a park, and 
that theſe being daies of glorious diſcoveries, there are yet 
more andgreater matters to be revealed. Heren; on they put 
a handſome dreße upon many of the groſſeſt points of Popery, 
and recommend theſe as the new and rare diſcoveries. But 
this they do not in the Name and garbef Papiſts, but (a the 
Popiſh Few at New-caſtle) they turn Anebaptiſts, and then 
riſe aſtep bigher, and leade others after them; ſo that the 
folly people ſhall never kyow 1hat it is Papiſts that are their 
Leaders; yea, they will cry out of the Pope, and call all that 
differ: from them Amichrifttan purpoſly to divert ſuſpicions, 
and blinde mens eyes.
